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PREFACE. 



The design in jHreparing this work has been, to funiish 
schools with a suitable book for learning the meaning of words^ 
at the same time with their orthography and pronunciation. 
The common school dictionary, sometimes used for this pur- 
pose, exhibits most of the words in the language, pronounced 
and defined. But its promiscuous arrangement of common, 
technical, obsolete, and unimportant words, the want of sim- 
plicity in its deilnitions, together with other objections that 
might be enumerated, render it a book ill adapted to the use for 
which this is intended. 

In the spelling books most used, little or no attention is paid 
to defining. In the arrangement usually adopted in them, that 
of a classification of words according to the accent or number of 
syllables, the eye, ear, and memory, are sufScienfly addressed, 
while the understanding is left almost wholly unexercised. 
Scholars thus form habits of committing their lessons to mem- 
ory with very litde reflection, the injurious influence of which 
IS afterwards felt in higher, but not more important, elemen- 
tary studies. 

To remedy the evils above referred to, has been a primary 
object in preparing this work. The selection of words has 
been confined to such as are most common and suitable foi^ 
scholars to spell in classes. The arrangement according to the 
parts of speech was adopted to fecilitate the learning of the 
definitions, as well as to give the learner some general notions 
of gnunmar. In order to avoid repetition, those words that are

found in more than one part of speech are referred to that class 
m whWi they most frequently occur. The lists of 'Foreign 
Words ana Phrases" include all that the scholar is likely to 
meet with in common books. The selection of '* Technical 
Words " has been limited to such as occur most often, and most 
need explanation. The advantage orhavmg those that relate 
to the same subject exhibited by themselves, is obvious. Much 
attention has been bestowed to render the definitions gene- 
rally, and especially of this class of words, concise, simple, and 
accurate. 

The notation, orthography, and pronunciation here used, 
have been adopted firom Worcester's "Comprehensive Pro- 
nouncing and Explanatory Dictionary." In that work, words 
that end in ick and our in Dr. Johnson's Dictionary, are spelled 
without the k and u ; as, pMicj honor. Words derived firom 
Greek verbs in tzo, and others formed on the same analogy, are 
qpeDed with the z, and not with «; aBypabwdze. Derivative 
adjectives ending in abU omit the e before a ; as, blamabU ; ex- 
cept those of which the primitive word ends in ce or ge ; in 
such the e bemg retahied to soften the preceding consonant ; as, 
peaceahUf ehargeahU. A list of other words, in the orthography 
of which a diversity is more or less conunon, as also a vocabu- 
lary of words variously pronounoedi will be found at the end 
of the Sequel

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REMAllKS UPON THE KEY. 



The words which are used as examples, when pro- 
nounced by correct speakers, exhibit accurately the sev- 
eral sounds of the vowels. But few remarks, therefore, 
are deemed necessary to render the above Key well un- 
derstood. 

Some sounds are here discriminated, which are not no- 
ticed in other systems of notation, but which are uniformly 
heard from all who speak the language with propriety. 

The peculiar sound of a, indicated by this mark (k), is 
heard only when that letter precedes r, and is the sound 
we daily hear in the wordsyarc, care ; plainly differing 
from the long sound of a, as heard in haie^fame, player. 

The letter a with thid mark (i), as heard in mast, last^ 
has a sound intermediate between the short a as in fai^ 
ikat, and the Italian a as in far, part. 

The peculiar sounds of the letters e, t, u, and y, which 
are indicated when thus marked (e, i, u, y), are heard 
only when these vowels are followed by r final, or by r 
followed by another consonant ; as in the words her, bird, 
bur, myrtle ; evidently differing from the short sounds of 
the same vowels, as heard in merry, mirror, hit, lyric. 

Vowels marked with a dot underneath, thus (a, e, i, 9, 
u), are found only in syllables which are not accented, 
and over which the voice passes slightly in pronunciation ;

as e in fuel, a and the second t in ability. The mark is 
intended to denote, not that the vowels under which it is 
placed entirely lose their appropriate sound, but that this 
sound is indistinctly heard. 

The unmarked vowels are not sounded, with the excep- 
tion of y final ; as a in htat, t in dble^ % in jpain. 

These marks ('') denote that the letter aller which they 
are placed should, in pronunciation, be joined to the fol- 
lowing syllable ; as, n&'^tiQn-al, pronounced n&sh'^n-al
